Afi order signed on August 15th by 
Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, Minister of 
Labour, requires employers of male 
employees to check on the documents 
in the possession of any employees 
being engaged, so that the employer 
may be satisfied that the man has not 
failed to comply with Mobilization 
Regulations, * ; 

While each employer is required to 
check on all new employees he engag- 
es in the future, he is only required 
to report to the Mobilization Regist- 
rars on men thought to be in the des- 
ignated age classes who fail to fur- 
nish evidence that they have com 
plied with the military call-up, or 
that because of marriage or for other 
reason, they do not have to comply. 

The employer must report on any 
doubtful case within 7 days of the 
time he engages the man. Bven 
though a man does not possess docu- 
ments to show that he has complied 
with the regulations, the employer is 
not prohibited’ from hiring him, pro- 
viding that any other Selective Ser- 
vice regulations have been complied 
with.

ards Set On 
‘Canned Poultry 


Standards of grading, packing and 
marking set up in the Livestock and 
Livestock Products Act have now 
been extefhded to all canned poultry 
manufactured after August 28 for 
sale in Canada, according to a new 
order, No. Al319 of the Wartime 
Pri¢es and Trade Board. Previously, 
these standards were set on inter- 
provincial and export shipments only 

The order establishes ceiling priczs 
for canned boneless poultry - chicken, 
fowl and turkey - packed in either 
glass or metal containers, hermet- 
ically sealed. Permitted sizes contain 
seven or sixteen ounces. ™ 


Disposal of stock not packed ac- 
cording to the new standards is pro- 
vided for in the order. which lists 
processors’ and wholesalers’ ceiling 
prices and limits the retail mark-up. 
Thus, the ceiling price to consumers 
for a seven ounce tin of Grade 1 jel- 
lied pack chicken ‘will be 53 cents in 
Halifax, 52 cents’ in Montreal or Tor- 
onto, 50 cents in Winnipeg or Ed- 
monton and 52 cents in Vancouver. 


Six Elections 


~ Give Liberals Lead 


The New Brunswick results put the 
Liberal party far in the lead in pros- 
_pects for the next federal election, on 
the basis of results of the six provin- 
cial elections held during the past 
year. In these ‘the Liberals have elect- 
ed 113 members, the Socialists 84 
and the Progressive Conservatives 
only 59. Taken in ‘conjunction with 
the P.E.I. election of a year ago in 
which the Liberal government was 
sustained by 20 seats to 10 for the 
Progressive Conservatives, indica- 
tions are that the King government 
will bring to the next Parliament 
more than the 19 ,seate they now 
have federally in the Maritimes. This 
goes a long way to assure the Liber- 
als the largest party in the next 
House of Commons with a good 
chance of securing an over-all 
majorty.

Post-War and : 
The Farmer 


The cash income of Canadian a 


ers reached an all-time high level in 
1943, the total, being $1,397 million. 
I do not think that such a total is 
extraordinarily high in view. of the 
40 per cent increase in volume of 
farm production in the dominion dur- 
ing the war years. 

Always during war the farm in- 
come rises. In times of peace the av- 
erage farmer has quite a struggle to 
make a living. Sometimes prices go 
down very low. For instance, in 1932 
the total Canadian farm income was 
only $583.5 million or less than a 
third of the 1943 total. 

What are farmers going to do with 
the money accumulated during these 
years of better prices? Quite vividly 
I remember what many farmers did 
with their money during World War 
I. They invested it in land and live- 
stock at peak prices, using not only 
their cash resources but their credit. 
In the succeeding depression thou- 
sands were swept into bankruptcy. 
Land which sold for as high ag $100 
an acre in the boom period got down 
to less than a quarter of. that price 
in the depressed years. 

What farmers should remember is 
that “trees never grow to the sky.” 
History shows that wartime prices 
for farm products never persist in the 
subsequent peace years. 

Speaking particularly about West. 
ern Canada I believe farmers should 
follow a different policy than they did 
during World War LI. The prairie 
provinces have a comparatively short 
history. Much of the settlement is no 
more than a generation old. Many 
farm families are original pioneers. 
The raw frontier life isn't far behind 
us. 

The time has come in these prairie 
provinces for the investment of 
money in living rather than with the 
hope of getting more money, After 
live. 
Surely farm families ane entitled to 
enjoyment of at least the comforts 
and possibly a few of the little luxur-

Appointment to Agricultural 


Prices Support Board. 


Within a few days aftér adjourn- 
ment of Parliament, the government 
moved to put into effect its econ- 
omic measures to asure post-war 
prosperity in Canada. One of the first 
steps was appointment of Hon. J. G. 
Taggart, former minister of agricul- 
ture for Saskatchewan, as permanent 
chairman of the board to administer 
the Agricultural Price Support Act. 
Two temporary members of the board 
A. M. Shaw and J. F. Booth, both ex- 
perienced officials of the federal ag- 
riculture department, were also nam- 
ed. An initial amount of $200,000,000 
hag been set aside to maintain a 
under the prices of all agric: tural 
produce and products. Early appoint- 
ment of the board to administer the 
plan is assurance that the arringe- 
ment will be put in operation in 
plenty of time to stave off any price 
depression which may otherwise de- 
velop after the war.

Not long ago I read a sattement by 
an architect that if a thousand typic- 
al homes from the farms of western 
Canada were laid out in one street 
the result would be a community 
which in most of its physical res- 
pects was just another urban slum. 
In plain language, what that means is 
prairie provinces is typical of the av- 
erage home in the slum ends of the 
cities. I think the. situation is even 
worse than that outlined by the archi 
tect. The average home even in the 
city slums has electricity, _ running 
water, gas, and even probably a fur- 
nace. How many farm are 
thus equipped? 

I believe that lack of decent hous- 
ing and home comforts on prairie 
farms is a direct cause of most of 
the trend of the farm youth to the 
cities. I believe that a. campaign 
should be undertaken to improve and 
beautify farm homes. Farmers should 
be encouraged to save for the part- 
icular purpose of improving the farm 
home and its surroundings. A special 
fund might be created by each farm 
family for that purpose. The whole 
family. would be interested in increas- 
ing that fund. Then when peace tim-

It’s a patriotic duty to can every- 
thing you are able to, But be sure to 
use a pressure cooker for canning all 
vegetables excépt tomatoes. The hot- 
ter than boiling heat provided by the 
pressure cooker is the only safe way 
td avoid rare but deadly botulinus 
poisoning, according to Good House- 
keeping Magazine, Although Tare, 
botulinus germs may be on any non- 
acid vegetables you can.

But if the 
botulinus bacteria are not killed in 
the canning process, they gradually 
create-a deadly poison that usually is 
difficult to detect.

diseases. In Alberta, all high school 
students of both sexes afe given 


similar courses by qualified personnel | 


furnished by the provincial health de- 
partment; while in British Columbia 
such instruction has so far been con- 
fined to a study of the venereal dis- 
eases in senior high schools. 

“The instruction has been well re- 
ceived, and the attitude of the s‘u- 
dents is my greatest inspiration,” 
Miss Ashplant, who is also a public- 
health nurse, reports. “Much has 
been done and is being done to im- 
prove the curricuhim in relationship 
to the intellectual and physical as- 
pects, but it is only recently thet 
any responsibility has been taken to- 
ward the emotional and social devel- 
opment,” she observed. 3 

In answer to a questionnaire; 80 
per cent of the girls taking the 
course asked for still more specific 
instruction. 

“There is an increasing interest in 
and demand for this type of instruc- 
tion, as evidenced by letters we have 
received from cities throughout the 
Dominion,” Miss Ashplant reported.

Christmas Gifts 
‘For Overseas Forces 


‘Do not open until Christmas.” 
That exciting phrase should soon be 
making its appearance on parcel ‘mail 
despite the fact that many places in 
Canada are just recovering from the 
hottest, spell on ‘record. Postmaster 
General William P. Mulock advises 
that it is time to make plans for 
Christmas gift parcels to members of 
the Armed Forces Overseas. The 
Christmas mailing period’ this year is 

September 15 to October 25 

Naturally parcels sent to ~ those 
serving in the more remote theatres 
of war should be. sent the earliest. 
Suggested “deadline” mailing dates 
are: ‘ 


SEPTEMBER 15 - The far Bast, 
India,/Burma, Ceylon, etc. 

OCTOBER 5- The Middle Bast 
area - Egypt, Iran, Iraq, Syria, etc. 

OCTOBER 10 - Céntral Mediter- 
ranean’ Forces. 

OCTOBER 25 - The United King- 
dom and France. 
In view of the rapid progress of the 
war these dates might possibly be 
subject to change. 
« Last Christmas season (Oct.-Nov,- 
Dee!) over 12,000,000 Ibs. of parcel 
mail alone were despatched to the 
Forces Overseas from Canada. This | 
year an even greater volume is ex- 
pectex. Therefore, EARLY MAILING 
IS NECESSARY to enable Postal of- | 
ficials to cope with the handling, and 
to carry out arrangements for trans- 
portation on trains and ships. Remem 
ber that cargo space is still at a pre- 
mium. Bear in mind this. year that 
the mail must travel greater distan- 
ces - many of our troops are farther 
afield - on different fronts fighting 
under the conditions of mobile war- 
fare - plenty of time must be allowed 
Pic- 
ture the chaos if everyone should | 
wait till the last minute to. mail - 
Postal authorities would be faced | 
with the impossible task of providing 
sufficient space aboard the last ships | 
leaving in time to ensure: Christmas 
delivery. The result would mean &@ 
cheerless Christmas Day for thou- 
sands overseas looking forward eager 
ly to getting their Christmas gifts in 
time. ' 

A suggestion to further help re | 


boys and girls on Active Service re- 
ceive their gifts from home is to 
voluntarily cut down, as far as pos- 
sible, on the size of the package, ev- 
en though the maximum weight at 
the special rate of 12 cents per 
pound is 11 lbs. This will enable auth 
orities to ship a greater number of 
parcels in the cargo space available.

Do not disappoint our men. by 
mailing too late for Christmas del- 
ivery. 

Persons who MAIL EARLY FOR
